Bring your problem up in 
PTA meetings, and to par¬ 
ents of daughters you know. 
Perhaps pare.nts will put 
more pressure on schools to 
see that girls get equal edu¬ 
cation in mathematics with 
boys once they know the 
economic facts. 

For insta.nce, a survey in 
1978 by the College Place¬ 
ment Council showed that 
people with bachelor’s de¬ 
grees vary considerably in 
their salaries — according 
to the mathematics back- 
gruo-nd they have had. 

New graduates with bach¬ 
elor’s degrees in fields re- 
quirin,g good training in 
mathematics were being paid 
considerably more. Those 
with majors in engineering 
were paid an average of 
$16,668; in science, an aver¬ 
age of $13,668; in business 
and management, $12,668. 
Graduates in economics re¬ 
ceived $11,400 and in social 
sciences, $10,056. Those with 
majors In the huma.nities 
were being paid $9,948. 

Boys are told clearly that 
many high-paid careers de¬ 
pend upwn early and exten¬ 
sive mathematics training, 
and so they take the courses, 
even though they do not do 
any better than girls, on the 
average. A study of entering 
freshmen at the University 
of Maryland in 1977 showed 
tliat 63 pier cent of the white 
males had over three years 
of pro-calculus high school 
math, compared with 31 pei 
cent of the white women, 27 
per cent of the black men 
and only 19 per cent of black 
women. 

Tell your daughter she 
will .not only be denying her¬ 
self a good salary when she 
begins full-time work, but 
an e.xciting career in a var¬ 
iety of fields by not ta.king 
high schex'l mathemati c s 
courses.

_ phaslng-ln the eliminaticm of the Business Inven¬ 
tory Tax ( 

— begin a limited credit to reuilers for collecting the , 

Sales Tax ; 

In aldition, the proposal would have provided an avail- | 
able expenditure pool of nearly $27 billion for aid to local ( 
governments for necessary services. 

“Already this year in what Is supposed to be an era I 
of frugality, at least $2.4 billion in new, non-budgeted 
spending has been proposed by the California Legisla¬ 
ture in the first 1,600 bills introduced this year. 

"The $2.4 billion figure was amassed on only 96 of 
the 1,600 bills. The actual total is probably mucn higher ^ 
Another 232 bUls Included an appropriation, but the ^ 

amount was not Indicated. i 

"Besides the appropriation bills with no dollar amount 
specified, 304 other bills mandate increased local govern¬ 
ment costs, but propose no appropriation for reimburse- ■ 
ment 

“And these spending proposals are being presented be- i 
cause state revenues, fueled by inflation, continue to 
grow, and a politically embarrassing surplus exists. 

"And as we all know, the most dangerous thing you 
can do Is give a group of politicians a surplus becaaise | 
inevitably they will rise to the occasion and find a means 
for spending IL 

“If my bill had passed, 70 per cent of the $7 billion 
would have remained in the hands of Individuals where 
it belongs, rather than being subjected to the whim and 
txjprioe of the legislative process. 

■Tm disappointed that the only long-range tax relief 
bill bedore the legislature this session has been defeated. 

‘Tnfation is causing continued hardship as the citizens 
of California find that their paycheck buys le.ss and less. 

"Although those in Sacramento who oppose long-range 
tax relief won recently, I sincerely believe that ultimately 
proponents of lower government spending will be .successlul 
in the near future," Campbell said. 

New Masterplan 

A major new post-Proposition 13 local government fi¬ 
nancing program, which has been the subject of intense 
negiKiatlons between the Assemblyy’s Democratic and Re- 
publicaji leaders, was unveiled in pare during the first 
week of April by A.ssembly Speaker Leo McCarthy. 

The plan, expected to be amended into AB 8 (Greenei, 
is in dis Inct contrast to the Brown Adminkstration's plan 
(SB 1050, Holmdahl) on several poinU; 

_The Bailout — While the gvernor's plan ejivisions 

one more year of local government bailout. Assembly 
Speaker Leo .MiCarthy is calling for elimination of the 
bailout and immediate "permanent implementation of 
Proposition 13." 

— Property Tax Levy Shift — The McCairhy plan now 
being developed calLs for complete removal of i'ducatia.n 
(K ■ 14) from the property tax and for f-ull financing of 
etlucotion by the .state (exclusivv of existing bond^). Ci.ies, 
counties and siiecial districts would rei-eive the .share of 
the property tax formerly used by .schools. 

SB 1050, on the other hand, would remove property 
tax levy authority from countit’s and shift it to schools. 
In the realhx-ation of the K - 14 share of the property 
tax to cities, counties, and special districts, revenue re¬ 
ceiver! under the proix).sed rVB 8 plan that exceeds what 
would have lavn received from projrerty and sales taxes 
and state block grants in 1978-79 would occasion a re¬ 
duction in state subvon ions, principally affecting motor 
vehicle lic'ense fees. However, the plan envisions that no 
local agency would receive a net reduction in revenue be¬ 
low 1978-79. 

_Sales Tax Changes — The proposed AB 8 plan shifts 

all of the one irer cent local sales tax to the state (the 
rate would still remain at 5% per cent statewide, and tlie 
one-half per cent BART and transit district rate and the 
one quarter per cent transit development rate would re¬ 
main as urvder present law.) AB 8 would require that the 
sales tax be used for no other purpose than funding 
education. 

The Bnwn administration, by contrast, proposes a 
realloca ion of IM cents of the present state portion of 
the sales tax to locbl government for (1) partial funding 
of "es.sontial" health and welfare programs that would 
con inue to be operated by countie.s, (2) county general 
fund u.ses. (3) city general fund u.ses pursuant to city- 
county agreements, and (4) six>cial district allocations 
a.s may be determined by boards of supervisors. 

Additionally, SB 1050 would authorize an added levy 
of one-quarter cent of sales tax by Cities and counties on 
approval by local voters. By way of contrast, a statement 
relca.sed on the proposel amendments to AB 8 notes that 
the bill “does not change any individual’s or corporation’s 
tax burden —- absolutely no increase in taxes.’’ 

— Welfare Funding — Under SB 1050, the state would 
a.ssume county program co.sts for aid to the aged, blind, 
and di.sabled (.SS1-S.SP) and would allow an added sales 
tax rate with a reduction in the state rate to finan(;e cs- 
sonUal" health and welfare Co.sts. Welfare costs would 
move off of the property tax under the governor’s plan 
and be financed by the .state general fund and an in¬ 
creased allocalicui to counties of the sales tax. AB 8, by 
contrast will propose a total s.ate buy-out of major wel¬ 
fare programs. 

— Welfare Administration — SB 1050 envisions con¬ 
tinued local welfare administration, based on a recogni- 
tloin of “a central Interest at both state and county levels 
for sharing in program accountability." The full program 
for local welfare administration under AB 8 must await 
further details. A question-and-answer sheet issued with 
the preliminary release from the speaker’s office did 
say this however. 

“The proposal contemplates a system of automation 
and centralized control for which federal money may be 
available. Counties would simply perform an intake func-- 
tion and feed information to the state computer and the 
state would make the payments. ’The Department of So¬ 
cial Services and Assembly staff are working on plans 
to minimize problems in this area.”
